In a letter dated Nev. 26 to Gen. Hurlbut

INTRODUCED BY GRANT. 

I was ia Washington again last week, and had 
a talk with the President at Gen. Grant's sug- 
gestion, and upon his introduction. My chief 
point was that the Executive might avoid a 
discussion of the abstract question of interven- 
tion by substituting the not debatable question 
whether it is not bound to take such charge of 
the situation as may be necessary to the prutec- 
tion of American property interests in Peru. 
Mr. Oriley was with me. We have practicaily 
united iuterests,and we twostood at Lhe interview 
for $1,56000000 of American property. While 
properly reticent, the President was evidently 
impressed with the suggestion. and Senator 
Bair, Gen. Grant, and Gea. Bouiwell, who have 
his ear, will follow it up. 

SENATOR LOGAN, 
who was called upon tonight relative to the 
appearance of his name in the list, was 
found confined to his bed, he not having as 
yet fully recovered from his illness. He was 
not able to give an interview at that tate

Shipherd had been so audacious as to use 
his name, for which he had not the slightest 
authority. It is known Shipherd did at 
tempt to interest Gen. Logan with him, and 
wus told to go about his business. It. will 
probably be shown that Shipherd did interest 
some prominent persons in his list, but it 
will also be shown that many of the names 
were inserted without authority, and, proba- 
bly, when Shipherd had had no interview or

TO BLAINE. 

Under date of New York, Oct. 10, 1881, 
Shipherd writes to Secretary Blaine, and 
says:

Martinez, the originals of which dave been 
transmitted to the Hon. George S. Boutwell, 
counsel of this company at Washington, to de- 
liver to the respective addresses. 

NECESSITY OF HAVING A GOVERNMENT. 

Again Shipherd says to Hurlbut: 

If Calderon is wise de will make Mr. Tracy, 
the present Consul bere, his Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to codperate with Blaine and myself 
bere, as you are working with him there. No 
other Commissioners are needed. Tracy is ideal 
in bis Peruvian loyaity—the son of an American 
father at Lima and a Peruvian mother 
is tborougbly and exceptionally  iniellii- 
gent. and commands and deserves the bigbest 
respect. He is honest and honorable as few men 
are. When we first bought this title 
he saw three markets for it. and of those three 
Chili was not the least promising. Of the merits 
of the original quarrel, 

WE KNOW NOTHING AND CARE NOTHING. 
Peru is the under dog, and our sympathies lie 
with her. There are strong reasons why we 
should prefer to deal with ber. Otherwise, we 
should not make her the first offer. But certain- 
ly we have not vought this great interest to lay 
it at the feet of Peru to use or refuse as she may 
choose. We dave rights as well as she. And we 
have abundant alternatives if Peru wishes to 
challenge us to use them. Of these, the Coiiian 
is only one, and is only suggested to make clear 
the general fact that we bave at least one al- 
ternative. I need not dwell on this point. Mr. 
Caideron can follow it out for himself. 

It Calderon wishes speed, he can have it. We 
are ready whenever he is ready. The moment 
be cables me the proper assurance, be will bear 
me responding like au echo.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—The So- 
ciété Générale de Crédit Industriel et Com- 
merciel ” has not attracted quite as much at- 
tention in the discussion of Chill-Pernvian 
affairs as the Peruvian ‘Company of New 
York, about which Mr. Jacob R. Shipherd 
made so much noise. The Crédit Industriel 
has, however, been laboring industriously 
during three Administrations to secure the 
good offices of this Government In support 
of its project to rehabilitate Peru and enrich 
the stockholders. To Mr. Evarts, Secretary 
of State of the Hayes Administration, to Mr. 
Blaine, Secretary of State of the Garfield 
Administration, and to Mr. Frelinghuy- 
sen, Secretary of State of the present 
Administfation, have the Crédit Industrie! 
appealed for assistance. Mr. Evarts, of 
these three distinguished Secretaries, ap- 
peared the most susceptible. The Crédit 
Industriel, on the 7th of January, 1880, at 
Paris, entered into a contract with Peru, un- 
der which contract it undertook to manage 
and work the guano and nitrate deposits on 
behalf of the Peruvian creditors.. The com- 
pany agreed to pay to Chill and Peru re- 
spectively £550,000 per annum for aterm of 
years to be agreed upon. This,“ say 

THE couraxr's REPRESENTATIVES, 
Count de Montferrand and Frane de P. 
Suarez, “will justify a loan sufficient to cover 
the war indemnity demanded by Chill of 
44.000.000 and leave to these respective com- 
panies sufficient to meet all legitimate na- 
tional obligations. The Crédit Industriel 
agreés to obligate itself at the same time to 
arrange with the Peruvian bondholders the 
indebtedness hei by them, amounting, prin- 
cipal and interest, to upwards of £45,000,000, 
without cheir belng compelied to look to 
Peru, and in return the Crédit Industriel 
simply requires that Chill shall surrender 
the conquered territory of Peru to Peru, 
subject toa protectorate ot the United States, 
guaranteeing to the Crédit Industriel the 
freest unobstructed shipment of the deposits 
of said territory—to-wit: 

GUANO AND NITRATES— 
for the same term of years. The Credit In- 
dustriel will further agree to pay annually 
to the American Cable Company, between 
Panama and Lima, an annual appropriation 
of 460,000.“ 

A confidential note appended to the cor- 
respondence between the representatives of 
the Crédit ludustriel and Mr. Evarts gives 
the names of the principal parties interested 
in the company. The English interest is 
represented by Mattheson & Co., bankers, one 
of the partners being a member of the House 
of Commons; the Belgian interest by Louis 
Goddieries, President of the Belgian-Peruvian 
Bondholders’ Committee; the Dutch interest 
by A. L. Vurfbain, President of the Dutch- 
Peruvian Bondholders’ Committee, and 
President of the Amsterdam Stock Ex- 
change; the German interest by the Deutsche 
National Bank of Bremen. One of the mem- 
bers of the German group occupies a seat in 
the Reichstag. The French interest is rep- 
reseuted by A. Guillaume, President of the 
French-Peruvian Boundheiders’ Committee. 
Lie is supperted by the Crédit industriel, the 
Banque Frauco-Egyptienne, and wany other 
banking and commercial houses, among 
them that of Mvssrs. Dreyfus, Fréres 
& Co., lately guano agents at Peru, 
and cne of the largest creditors of 
that Republic. The Spanish interest is rep- 
resented by banking houses in Barcelona 
and Valence, and the American interests by 
the creditors of Peru, by American contract- 
ors wilh the Peruvian Government, by agents 
for the sale of guano a d nitrates, and by the 
American company holding a contract from 
Peru to lay a cable between Panama and 
Callao.

Chiapas and Soconusco, and that its declara- 
tion to that effect is contained in the draft of 
a definitive treaty which was presented to 
the Mexican Government by the diplomatic 
representative of Guatemala the lach of Jan- 
uary, 1882.“ 

UBICO, IN THE SAME NOTE, 
says: 

The press, both American and foreign, in 
commenting upon certain Offigial documents 
(Secretary Biame’sé dispatch of June 16 to 
Minister Morgan, and the Mexican Goveru- 
mont's meworandum reply) which have receutly 
been publisved, seeks to show that reasons have 
arisen for Changing the foreign policy of the 
U aited States, and this is an error which very 
generaliy prevails. The Senate has called for 
the correspondence relative to the Central 
American affairs, iuciliding that which 
took place witt a view of i Oobringing 
ubout an amicable result of the territorial 
question with the Republic of Mexico.

IN THE HOUSE. 
THE DEMOCRATS IN BAD HUMOR. 
Speciut Dispatch to The Chacugo Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—Whben the 
House assembled this morning it was evi- 
dent a majority of the Democrats bad not 
got over their pet ef yesterday, and were by 
no means reconciled to the idea that a fair 
apportionment of Representatives should be 
made. Springer. Muldrow, -Colerick, and 
others, with considerable acerbity, demandea 
that the journal should be corrected lu this 
or that particular, and some time was thus 
wasted. Then voting proceeded on the Vari- 
ous amendments and substitutes offered, all 
of which were rejected. The yeas and nays 
were called on the substitute fixing the 
total number at 319, and it was defeated, 
% to 48 The dil finally passed 
without division. While the Republicans 
have not got all they politically desired, they 
have secured at least a fair political distri- 
bution and a fair chance in the next Presi- 
dential election. The aggregate Electoral 
vote in 1884 will be 401, or, if Dakota be ad- 
mitted, 404, a majority of which will be 202 
or 208, The sixteen States, including West 
Virginia, which comprise 

THE SOLID SOUTH 

will haye a total of 158! Eectoral votes, ana 
in order to elect a President the Democrats 
would be obliged to hold not only the 
votes of those States, but to gain 4 
or 50 votes froin the Northern States. The 
Republicans admit that Nevada with her 
8 votes, indiana with 15, New Jersey with 
9, and New York with 36, will be doubt- 
ful, and they believe that, with reasonable 
certainty, they can count on the other 18 
votes from the North. They will be required 
then to get 17 or 18 votes from the four 
doubtful Northern States, or to make jnroads 
inte the Sulid South. ‘They believe that they 
will have at least an even chance With the 
Democrats of carrying New York, Nevada, 
and New Jersey, and more than an even 
chance of carrying Virginia with her 12 
Electoral votes, Tennessee with her 12, and 
North Carolina with her II. 

SOME OF THE SHREWDEST DEMOCRATS 
in the House can see thai, so far as any po- 
litical advantage is concerned, it rests with 
the Republicans, and yet it has been ob 
tained in so fair a way that no complaint can 
be made regarding it. 

THIS WAS PRIVATE-BILL DAY 
in the House, and as soon as the Apportion- 
ment bill had been passed, the House pro- 
ceeded with the business on the private 
calendar, which contained the titles of 214 
bill. Only one was disposed of, 
and that to be rejected. At 
this rate there are already enough private 
bills on the calendar to occupy the attention 
of the House on all the Fridays for the next 
four years. The bill which was rejected was 
one to restore to the army Capt. Thomas Lit- 
tle, who was dismissed by sentence of a gen- 
eral court-martial three or four years ago 
on account of disgrdceful conduct, 
CAPT. LITSLE 
served with great credit throughout the 
War, particularly in some of the most severe 
engagements fought by the Union army in 
the West, and was twice wounded.

HIGH-PRICED MEN 
IN LOW-PRICED PLACES. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
WaSHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.—The appoint- 
mentof John C. New as Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury and his acceptance of the posi- 
tion is another proof of how successful 
Arthur is in finding high-priced people who 
will take low-priced places. As President of 
a bank, manager of a factory or railroad, 
that gentleman would not think of less than 
$10,000 a year. He would very likely be 
able, were he to put himself in the market, 
to obtain offers of twice or thrice that sum, 
to say. nothing of outside opportunities, 
whieh might prove greatest of all. To be 
willing to forego all these to accept a hard- 
working place of an inferior grade at a salary 
that wi.l not half support him in Washing- 
tun, isindeed the manifestation on the part 
of Mr. New of devotion to the country so 
rare that it deserves to be recorded with 
special emphasis. 
it was only lately that it was said Mr. New 
engaged himself at a high salary toa 
financial institu of some sort in New 
York which under his management expect- 
ed to make a great deal of money. Mr. 
New’s abilities as a buyer and seller of such 
things as are chiefly traded iudn Wall street 
probably justified such an expectation. That 
he forsook the offer tor one so insignificant 
as that of Assistant Secretary under Mr. 
Folger might perhaps lead to a variety of 
conjectures were it not for the tact that the 
holder of that position is always expected to 
be content with his salary, keep out of Wall 
street, and 
NOT OPERATE THERE, 
no matter how great the opportunities re- 
sulting trom his position, even by proxy. 


Therefore, Mr. New will confine hiwself - 


strictly to his duties as Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, and if the salary is not suf- 
ficient to keep him he will supply the de- 
ficiency out of his pocket. 

Such patriotism cannot fail of being ap- 
reciated by the whole country, and Arthur 
8 extraordina:ily lucky in being aole to 

place his hand on such men as Mr. New. 

Nor should Secretary Fulger’s sacrifice be 

overlooked. It was great—no more nor less 
than a $15,000 yearly salary on the bench 
twelve years longer for $8,000 for a little 
more than three years, when he will be vut 
of office, out of public life, and out of busi- 
ness. It was a sixnal exception to ordinary 
experience, wherein the rule is men 
cling to the salary and let the country shirk 
for itself.

lt may as well be said at once that with 
two such mien working the Treasury, and 
with such proofs in advance of their earnest- 
ness in serving the country at anv cust, the 
success of this branch of the Administration 
is already assured. It is well that the door of 
scandal has been closed before it was open. In 
this respect this Administration may be ex- 
pected to stand out in marked contrast with 
some others. 
This example of high-priced sow ages accept- 
low-priced places is one ought to 
stimulate the spirit of emulation. If the fact 
could only be known, it is safe to conclude 
other persons equally patriotic could be 
found willing to make a similar sacrifice by 
M similar positions. There are places 
in the Government in regard to which it is 
said scores of persons could be found willing 
to perform the duties

WILL ADMIT MAJORS. 
NEBRASKA TO HAVE A SECOND REPRESENT- 
ATIVE. 

Dispatch to Cleveland Leader. 

Wasarnerton, D.C., Feb. 15—A sub-commit- 
tee on Judiciary has for some time been con- 
sidering the question of giving Nebraska an- 
other Representative. Since the census of 
1870 Nebraska has claimed that her popula- 
tion was not properly enumerated, and that 
she was entitled to two Representatives in 
Congress. In fact, she has elected a man 
named Majors to be an additional Cungress- 
man, provided he could get into the House. 
Of course, while there was a Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress his case was never heard, 
ex-Speaker Sam Randall being one of the 
most active in preventing any consideration 
of the matter by the House. This session Mr. 
Valentine's bill was sent to the Committee 
on Judiciary, given in charge vf a sub-com- 
mittee, and evidence on it taken. It was 
proven that in 1870 Indian depredations and 
outbreaks were so frequent that the 
census of nineteen counties, contain- 
ing over 30,000 people, was not taken; 
that five counties, supposed to contain 200 
people, were afterward found to contain 
5,000, and that in a number of other counties 
there was no enumeration because the Mar- 
shal had not received the blauks early 
enough. In short, it was found „in- 
stead of containing 120,000 people, less than 
enough for one Representative, as the cen- 
sus placed it, the State had a fraction of 60,- 
000 over a sufficient number for a Represent- 
ative, and was entitled to another; so the sub- 
committee decided today bya majority vote 
to report to the full committee in favor of 
admittue Mr. Majors, and the full commit- 
tee are in favor of reporting the matter fa- 
vorably to the House. The matter will be de- 
cided by a party vote, with the exception of 
Mr. Cuibertson, a Democrat, who argues for 
Mr. Majors, and cites the precedent of three 
Democratic Congresses—in 1823, when Ala- 
bama was given an additional Represent- 
ative; in 1830, when California was given 
two Representatives; and in 1860, when the 
same State was given an additional Repre- 
sentative. Mr. Majors’ admission will 
i the Republican majority in the 

ouse.

FERGUSON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune. 

Wasaixeron, D. C., Feb. 17.—Mr. Fergu- 
son was today confirmed as Pension Agent 
at Milwaukee. The effort of the Grant peo- 
ple to secure the appointment of Kasson is 
thus finally defeated. Mr. Ferguson is a 
soldier with leg gone and one arm paralyzed 
from wounds received in battle. He has 
served twelve years as Pension Agent at 
Milwaukee, and bas a most excellent record 
as an officer. Kasson, who made the fight 
against him, had strong Grant influence, and 
hoped to get the support of Senator 
Sawyer, of Wisconsin. Personal 
friends in Wisconsin endeavored to 
secure his influence, but Sawyer 
said to all of them: “I shall do everything I 
can to retain Ferguson in office.

A FRIGHTFUL catastrophe occurred yes 
terday at Chester, Pa. An old house, for- 
merly the homestead of Admiral Porter, and 
occupied by a number of colored families, 
took fire. Part of the premises was used as 
a manufactory and storehouse for fireworks, 
and while the firemen were at work two ter- 
rific explosions followed in rapid succession. 
Thousands of spectators were standing near 
at the time. Fourteen were instantly killed 
and over fifty wounded, some of them fatal- 
ly. Cartersville, Ga, was the scene of a dis- 
astrous boiler explosion, resulting in the 
death of six colored men and thé injury of 
several more.

CONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT. 

The House ot Representatives has, after 
great diffieulty, agreed upon a bill fixing the 
number of Kepresentatives in that body 
under the census of 1880 at 325, against 295 
in the present House. Under this bill. should 
it become a law, Lilinois will be entitled to 
twenty members, instead of nineteen us at 
present. 

The Governor’s intention is understood te 
be to call the Legislature of this State in 
special session to redistrict the State, both 
for Cungressionai and legislative purposes, 
This is made necessary by the State Consti- 
tution. 

In the matter of Congressional apportion- 
ment in Illinois, the work for the Legisia 
ture is a comparatively light one. Ten years 
ago the State was divided into nineteen 
Congressional districts. The increase which 
now entiiles the State to an additional mem- 
ber is mostly found in thiscounty. To make 
four districts out of the present three dis 
tricts in Cook would practically dispose of 
all the legislation needed. In the present 
First District is included Du Page County, 
and in the Third District Lake County. 
These counties are no longer needed to fill 
out the’ population fur four districts. The 
additional district in this county must of 
necessity, if not of justice, be a Democratic 
district, made up of the south western wards. 
Any attempt to create four Republican dis- 
tricts in this county will certainly have the 
effect of making two or three, if not all four. 
Democratic. The Legislature may therefore 
lose no time over the apportionment in this 
cyunty. The work needs only to carve an 
additional district, and that a Democratic 
one, out of the present three districts. Lake 
County may be added to the Winnebago dis- 
trict, and Du Page transferred to the Will 
district. 

There are several districts in the State 
where there is a want of harmony between 
the counties composing them. A strong in- 
stance of tais is in the Peoria district, where 
there is much dissatisfaction. Peoria Coun- 
ty gives an enormous majority for the Peoria 
candidate, whether he be Democrat or Re- 
publican, if the opposing candidate be from 
Knox or Fulten, and this proceeding is re- 
ciprocated by Knox and Fulton when the op- 
posing candidate is from Peoria. 

Various plans of Congressional apportion- 
ment have been proposed in this Staie, but 
these have been more or less embarrassed by 
the uncertainty whether the State would be 
entitled to nineteen, or twenty, or twenty- 
oné members. It is altogether prubable now 
that under whatever bill may be passed at 
Washington, the number to whieh this State 
will be entitled will not exceed nor be less 
than twenty. The following has been pre- 
pared, and asa whole is, we think, the best 
and fairest arrangement for the division of 
the State into tweuty Congressional districts:

In making apportionments the anxiety of 
political majorities to secure the greatest 
number of districts frequently defeats the 
means adopted to thatend. A Demooratic 
majority in the Ohio Legislature redixirict- 
ed that State a few years ago, making, as 
was supposed, three new Democratic dis- 
tricts. ‘The scheme resulted in the loss of 
three Democratic districts, made weak by the 
attempt to gain others. The Demoerztie 
figurers overreached themselves. Exactiy 
the same thing happened to the Republicans 
in Indiana, who covered two much ground, 
and made their districis close and doubtful. 
A little turn of the political current swept 
several of mem away, just as will take place 
in this State if the Kepublicans in the Legis- 
lature attempt to cut it tov fine, It isa good 
rule in finances to accept smaller interest 
on first-class security than large Interest on 
weak collaterals. 

The present district of Madison, Monroe, 
Macoupin, and St. Clair Counties was de- 
signed when made to be Republican, but it 
has beeu represented by Morrison, a Demo- 
crat, during nearly the whole time since it 
was established. In the provosed Twentieth 
District Monroe County is included. and, as 
this transfer includes Mr, Morrisun also, we 
have marked the district doubtful, with the 
probabilities that it will elect tim, should he 
be a candidate. 

ER would be advisable also, if it could be 
done, to remodel the Peorig-Fulton-Knox 
district, The antagonisms of that district 
are ot too long staudwg to admit of any 
probability of harmony so long as the pres- 
ent Counties are tied together. They might 
be separated and placed in different districts 
without disturbing the general scheme of 
apportionment. As it is, little Stark County 
is the main dependence for electing a Repub- 
lican to Congress frow that district, where 
the Republican majority ought to be counted 
by thousands, It has been suggested to sub- 
stitute Henry for Stark County, and transfer 
Stark to the La Saile district, but, while this 
would make the Republican majority a large 
one, it would probably not remove the jeal- 
ousy and discontent which exists between 
Knox, Fulton, and Peoria Counties. The 
geueral work of the Legislature lu making 
uew districts is greatly reduced, however, by 
the fact that there is only one additional 
member to be provided for, and that he must 
be assigned to Cook County, and that his die- 
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THE ANTI-POLYGAMY LEGISLATIOY. 

The Edmunds Anti-Polygamy bill, which 
has passed the Senate, is very comprehensive 
in its scope, reasonable in the penalties it 
imposes, and drawn with unusual care. It 
provides as follows: (1) A prohibition of big- 
amy and polygainy in the Territories, and a 
ne ot not more than $500, with imprison- 
ment for not more than five years, for viola- 
tion thereof. (2) Cohabitation with more 
than one woman is made a misdemeanor, 
with a fine of not more than $300 and impris- 
onment for not more than six months at- 
tached as a penalty. (3) The practiceof big- 
amy, polygamy, or unlawful cohabitation 
with more than one woman is made a suffi- 
cient cause of challenge to any person sum- 
moned as a juror in any prosecution for any 
of these acts. This right of challenge is ex- 
tended also to persons believing guch prac- 
tices to be right, and, if the candidate for 
jury-service aamits the disqualification or re- 
fuses to answer when questioned about it, he 
must be rejected as incompetent. (4) The 
President is authorized to grant amnesty to 
those guilty of polygamy before the passage 
of the act upon such terms as he shall think 
proper, the amnesty to depend upon com- 
pliance with the conditions to be imposed by 
the President. (5) The children of Mormon 
marriages already born and those that may 
be born prior to Jan. 1, 1888, are made legiti- 
mate. (6) No polygamist, whether mau or 
woman, shall be pefmitted to vote atany 
election, nor be eligibie to hold any office or 
appolntment under the Government of the 
Territory or the United States. (7) All the 
registration and election officers in the Ter- 
ritory of Utah are abolishea, and a board of 
tive Commissioners is substituted, which shall 
be appointed by the President, shall hold office 
and continue to supervise registrations, 
elections, and returns until a new Territorial 
Legislature, elected under such supervision, 
shal! provide for filling the vacancies created 
by this law, and determine how registrativn 
and elections shail be conducted in the 
future. 

The act is designed to take the political 
contro! of affairs in the Territory of Utah, 
and every part thereof, out of the hands of the 
Mormons, and the proper enforcement of the 
proposed law would certainly have that ef- 
fect. This is the first step to the suppression 
of polygamy. If the Mormons shall be pre- 
vented from voting at elections, from serving 
on juries which try the polygamous offenses, 
from hold u office as magistrates and legis- 
lators, and from sending a representative to 
Congress, their power to extend and protect 
polygamy will be cut off. Then their material 
interests will begin to assert themselves. 80 
large and wealthy a proportion of the popu- 
lation of Utah cannot afford to be excluded 
from a participation in public affairs. Their 
welfare will depend upon having a voice in 
making the laws, assessing the taxes, ad- 
ministering justice, and otherwise par- 
taking in the management of public 
affairs. Whenever the practice of po- 
lygamy shall be an effective bar to po- 
litical privileges, involving municipal and 
individual rights, it may be reasonably ex- 
pected that polygamy will be abandoned as 
a Church doctrine, either by means of a new 
dispensation or by concurrence of the most 
substantial and influential members of the 
community. If there is a growing sentiment 
among the Mormons antagonistic to polyga- 
my, the provisions of the Edmunds bill will 
contribute enormously to the rapid develop- 
ment thereof; if the representation to that 
effect is false, then political protection 
against the spread of polygamy cannot be 
adopted any too soon. The proposed law is 
exevedingly temperate. It provides for the 
legitimatization of children born in the 
polygamy which has been tolerated, and 
for amnesty to all old offenders who are 
willing to abandon the practice under condi- 
tions that shall provide for the support of 
families, which every President may always 
be trusted to impose. The penalties for fut- 
ure polygamous offenses are not so severe as 
to hazard a defeat o the law, and the exclu- 
sion of polygamous Mormons from jury serv- 
ice promises fair trials of such cases as may 
be brought into the courts. The chief reli- 
ance of the law, however, is upon the dis- 
franchiseme.it and disqualification from huld- 
ing office of all persons who are guilty of the 
offense of bigamy, polygamy, or unlawful co- 
habitation. The enforcement of this provision 
will enable the anti-polygamous population 
of Utah to take the control of public affairs 
out of the hands of the Mormons at the very 
first election succeeding the passage of the 
law, thus rescue the American Nation from 
tira disgrace of recognizing and condoning 
the practice of polygamy, and finally induce 
the Mormons to abandon the institution 
which makes their so-called religion a curse 
upon the American people ahd a blight upon 
Western civilization. 


KEIFER AND HIS COMMITIEES. 

It is evident that the Republican majority 
in the National House of Representatives 
made a serious mistake in the election of Mr. 
Kuifer to the Sprakership. Mr. Keifer is by 
no weaus an ideal Speaker. He is naturally 
a slow man. He is not quick to apprehend 
the merits of parliamentary questions stated 
to him, and he has not the gift of expression 
which would enable him to make his deeis- 
ions clear and positive when they are given, 
He is no match for Randall, or Cox, or Black- 
burn in any parliameutary dispute, though 
he may have solider attainments than 
any ot mem. He lacks the nimbleness or 
alertness of intellect which is the first qual- 
ification of a good Speaker. The House will 
feel the effects of Mr. Keifer’s deticiencies in 
this respect before the session is much fur- 
ther advanced. Everything has been made 
smooth for him in the first weeks of his term 
of office, but when the acrimeunious party 
debates begin, as they will soou, no further 
indulgence will be granted to him by the op- 
position. It seema probable also that Mr. 
Keifer will not kuow how to expedite public 
business as a good Speaker should. His 
temperament does Lot dispose him to-view 
favorably quick work of any kind, and an 
easy pace in the proceedings of the House 
Will be quite suited to his habits. 

But the chief objection to the election of 
Mr. Keifer does not relate so much to bis 
personal fitness for the place as to the selec- 
tion of committees which it involved, A 
poor Syeaker may get on well if he has com- 
potent committees to support him, and a 
good Speaker may guide pour commitiees in 
safe channels; but when neither Speaker nor 
committees command the confidence of the 
House, the result is apt to be unfortunate. 
This is the case in the present Congress, 
There never was atime when the reports of 
counnitiees carried sv little weight with them 
as in the present House, The Committee on 
Rules was first badly defeated on a proposition 
to increase the side of certain of the otber 
comnitiees. The Committee on Ways and 
Means reported in favor of relieving the 
Readme Raiiroad of half a million in taxes, 
aud the recommendation was not agreed to 
by 100 % 45. The Foreign Affairs Committee 
had its report ou the Irish resolution rejected 
On a yea-and-nay vote, aud the Census Com- 
mittee could muster but nine votes in a full 
House in support of its plan ef apportion- 
ment, These several votes show a wayt of 
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with its pet revenue measures. 

The mode of electing the Speaker and the 
powers pertaining to the office have so per- 
verted the committees from their original 
use that we are in danger of forgetting what 
they are for. The committees were not 
originally established, as Mr. Keifer seems 
to imagine, for the purpose of rewarding 
members who had voted for the Speaker in 
caucus, or to fullfil any bargains previously 
entered into, or to gratify the personal pride 
or ambition of the members. They were in- 
tended to facilitate the business of the House 
by dividing it among the members most 
competent to take cure of it, and having it 
digested beforehand, as far as possible, by 
experts. The committees were organized as 
aids, not as obstructions, to the business of 
the House. Yet Mr. Keifer took the contrary 
view. He first used the committees to 
reward his personal adherents, and, secondly, 
filled a number of them with members previ- 
ously committed to a plan of obstrucuon to 
the course of general legisiation, or to the 
promotion of special interests. Hence the 
committees, or some of them, have lost one 
of their most valuable functions. Their re- 
ports do not come into the House with any 
authority. Instead of being regarded favor- 
ably, simply because reported trom a com- 
mittee, many of the bills submitted are 
looked upon with suspicion from the mo 
ment it is known that they came from certain 
committees. To a greater or less extent this 
is true of all the leading committees, with 
the exception of the Committee on Appro- 
priations, 

‘The proper work of the committees will be 
done largely on the floor of the House in this 
Congress, and all the skill, patience, and 
loyalty of the leading memoers, such as Kas- 
son, Hiscock, Reed, Cannon, Oalkins, Rovin- 
son, and Williams, will be needed to prevent 
a shipwreck of the narrow Republican ma- 
jority. So much the Republican party owes 
to Speaker Keifer and his selection of his 
committees.

THE ENGLISH CHANNEL TUNWEL. 

Will the English ever consent to the 
scheme for cocnecting themselves with the 
Continent by submarine communication from 
Dover to Calais? Evidentiy not, in their 
present military situation. The project has 
soue advucates, whose arguments, huwever, 
are mainly sentimental. They think it would 
be a nice thing to be moored to the Continent, 
to get rid of their insularity, and to avoid sea- 
sickness, which is the terror of the rough 
Channel passage. As against these senti- 
mental arguments there are distinguished 
men in the army and navy, among them Ad- 
miral Dunsany and Sir Garnet Wolseley, who 
make some suggesstions that will be careful- 
ly considered before England takes any de- 
cided action. It is just as true among na- 
tions as among individuals that a party 
guilty of any peculiarly bad habit is apt to 
suspect others of the same thing. England 
has never been guiltless of treachery in seiz- 
ing territory, and now that a tunnel is taiked 
of she immediately believes that France has 
the same peculiarity. Hence it is urged by 
the opponents of the scheme thatif the tun- 
nel were in existence it would be open to the 
French to seize the Dover end, and, having 
seized it, to send sufficient troops through to 
hold it until an entire army could pass 
through and occupy the whole country. Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, in an article upon the sub- 
ject, says: 

To land such a body of men any dark night 
Curing Culm weather io Dover barbor would ve 
an eusy operation; or why should they vot be 
seut through the tunnel self without any 
wurning? very one who knows bow affairs are 
cvuducted in Engiaud will readily admit mat 
tue position of the mines ioteaded for the de- 
struction of the tunnel and of the wires aud 
bulteries gay to them, as also of all the 
mechauism for u ing the tuunei or fur other- 
wise destroying it. would be kouwa tn the bead- 
quarter staff othbce of every great military 
Fower. To keep such matters secret in commer- 
cially-woverved Eugland would be simply im- 
possiiie. The enemy, therefore, no seizes 
bur end of tbe tunnel whi be masters 
of it; and, as we are told that trains 
can easily run the distance between France 
aud England in balf an pour, and that, as there 
are to be two lines of rails io the tunnel, trams 
cin fvliow one another sateiy at intervals of 
hve or six minutes, belore morning broke W. 
infantry wight easily, Oxving come througb we 
tunne:, be in possession of Dover. This may be 
considered a visionary scheme, but it is just 
such a one that so often suvceeds, its very bold- 
ness and during being elements strongly in its 
favor. it would be the affair of a dasa par- 
tisun leader, and is asmali one compared with 
the great military operations involved in the 
invasion of 122 Few wars have ever oc- 
curred in which an equally darum enterprise 
bus not been attempted, and where in the 
world's history bus there ever been before such a 
reward, such a butt, as the possession of Louden,

In such an emergency as this, and it is an 
emergency which might easily occur, the 
English fleet would be of no avail. England 
must depend upon an army, and as against 
the huge army of France she would 
have to resort to universal conscription and 
recruit an army as big as that of France, 
which is already recruited, To do this 
would crush out the national industry which 
is the life of Kugiand, and in all probability 
would arouse widespread opposition, for En- 
glisumen do not take kindly to conscrip- 
tions. ‘The nation of shopkeepers does not 
lige to be forced to carry guns, and there- 
fore there is no likelihood that they 
will consent to be tied to France. The En- 
glish have never liked the French very well, 
even when separated by the chop waters of 
the Channel. Wiil they like each other any 
better when they are brought within half an 
hour of vach other? It would be pleasant 
for tourists if they could avoid sea-sickness 
in crossing the Chaunel, but universal con- 
scripuon appears to be a somewhat costly 
remedy to apply to such a malady, Eu- 
giand’s isolation bas been ber protection and 
the secret of her great power. It is not like- 
ly that she will surrender it, at least not for 
seutlimental reasons,

Under the Land law each tenant must find 
one-quarter of the purchase money himself, 
and then the Government loans him the other 
three-quarters, taking a wortgage, repayable 
in thirty-five years at 5 per cent a year on the 
amount of the Government joan. This 5 per 
cent covers both principal and interest on 
the loan, as the interest is only 3 per cent, 
and the extra 2 per cent acts as a sinking 
fund on the principal. The tenants have 
also the right to pay off the loan as much 
faster as they can, and in this case there is 
little doubt that the farms will be cleared of 
the mortgage in less than halt of thirty-tive 
years, aud ever alter remain in those fain- 
ilies as freehulds. 

As the rent question becomes settled by the 
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The large reductions in rent making by the 
much-abused Land Courts, and which re- 
stores the tenants’ improvements to their 
rightful owners, cuts down the price hereto- 
fore demanded for the pay of the land in 
propo to those reductions. Some of the 
rack-rented land will be bought at half the 
former asking price, and much at two-thirds 
or three-fourths. The changes of ownership 
from landlord to tenant will go on rapidly 
and in an accelerating ratio until the land be- 
comes the property in fee simple of the culti- 
vators of the soil. The landlords begin to 
see that they, like the Chinese; must go. The 
handwriting is on the wall. What is left for 
them is to settle the price with the tenants 
which they will take for their title, pocket 
their money, and vamose the isi and.

Senator Epmunvs’ Anti-Polygamy bill, 
which passed the Senate at the last without 
a division, is almost certain to become a law. 

‘It commends itself as the clearest-cut and 
most practical measure that has ever been 
devised for the suppression of Mormon po- 
lygwamy, and it is difficult to conceive that it 
will encounter any serious opposition in the 
House. There was a disposition among the 
Southern Bourbons in the Senate to criticise 
it on constitutional grounds, but this manl- 
festation of Bourbon conservatism gave way 
completely when the bill was put upon its 
passage, and pot a single Democrat dared to 
record his vote against it. It is fair to pre- 
sume that the Senators, who are nearly all 
married men, yielded to wifely influences in 
this instance. On the subject of polygamy, 
they were constrained to admit that their 
spouses knew how to construe the 
Constitution better than they did, with 
all their learning in the law. The women 
have a general idea that the Constitution Is 
an organic law designed to. preserve the in- 
tegrity and well-being of the Nation; they 
know that the practice of polygamy is an or- 
ganic offense against decency, and morality.

Legal Consumption. 

The New York Times of a recent date con 
tains a remarkable story setting forth the man- 
ner in whico a large public fuad in that city was 
manipulated through a Receivership so that not 
one dollar in four of it reached its proper own- 
ers. The mere fact of the withhviding of money 
from its proper owners is pot at ail remarkabie 
in these days, for the real owners of money, 
Wien isin any way public, appear to have very 
little claim upon it compared with those who 
bave no claim upon it at all; but in this case the 
diffusion of it among various gentlemen con- 
nected with the bar of New York was so unique 
that it olaims precedence as a olebrated one. 

It appears that five years ago Owen Murphy, 
ove of the peculiar patriots who have growa 
up in the shadow of Tamtmaay, and the 
Treasurer of the Excise Board, had ia bis 
charge Sao, representing securities de- 
posited by applicants fur excise licenses, 
who were to dave their money roturued 


in case their applications were refused. One | 


fine day Mr. Owen Murpay was suddenly cali 
to Canada, and about $50,000 of che fund went 
with aim. The owvers of the S. were 2,700 
liquor-dealers, who deposited the mouey in sums 
vaiying from $V w 62460. After Murphy's de- 
parture there was a balance left of $81,110. The 
city made no claim oa the money. ‘The associ- 
ates of Mr. Murphy dido't care to make any 
Claime upoo it. Meanwhile, as we liquor-dealers 
naturally wanted their money, litigation com- 
menced. The matter was brought befure Justice 
Dovebve in the Supreme Court. who appointed 
Joel Sanford Potter referee and Receiver, a las- 
yer youug iu years but appareutiy old in the 
most approved wethbeds of dispersing funds. 
Heduty was to report upon tue amount of 
money received as deposits for licenses from 
May 1. 1876, to Deo, 24, 1877, the amount of fees 
received as licenses, the names of liquor-dealers 
who did put receive licenses, and what receipts 
bad been surrendered by them to the board. 

Mr. Potter evidently regarded this as a hercu- 
lean task, for ne called to his assistance Mr. 
Burton N. Harrison, the private secretary of 
Mr. Wickham, then Mayor. They worked from 
July, 1878, to the epring of 187¥, and though there 
were 2.700 cluimants who wanted their money, 
they only succeeded in finding 0. Potter made 
his report to the Court, and ine Judge granted a 
decree pruviding for the payment to these 060 of 
aU per cent of the whole amount deposited by 
them, and tne other 1.750 were barred out be- 
cause they fuiled to appear! 

Tous ended the first chapter of Potter's pro- 
ceedings. He next appeared as Keceiver aod 
Trusiee of the tund and putin four muncbs of 
severe work for which de received aN asa 
„Starter.“ Several of the liquor-seilers and 
some Of the bunks where the money was depus- 
ited werb represented by counsel, and these were 
all awarded extra allowances out of the funds. 
At this point another lawyer, Horatio F. Averill, 
turns up. He hireda man to drum up hquor- 
dealers who bad not had a chance to get their 
clams in. He also obtained a modification ot 
the decree barring them out. He then gut the 
liquor-dealers to sigu coutracts, giving him one- 
buif of all be could recover, and soon rau in 1,500 
chents, nis fees amounting to $10,000. Other 
lawyers scented the plunder and went in on 
Spec.“ the clients in all cases getting about 
halt of their dividend, the dividend itseii being 
vnly 3v per cent of what was owing. As the re- 
suk of the operations of the legal sbarks, the 
recurds show tbat 263,178 were paid out between 
Nov. 12 1878, and Jan. I. 1880, of which the rut 
ful owvers got about $15,000. 

At tbis time there remamed of the original 
sum $10,400. and fresh devices were pianned to 
use this up. Potter got in a bili of $8,979 for 
services of some myvlerious sort. Then the 
Corporation Attorney pussed upon Potter's ac- 
counts, and tor lees than tbrve days’ work was 
awarded $1,000. Potter, still Baving funds on 
band, broukut suit to wind up the Keceiversaip, 
and the windmg up wound $7,500 into bis as- 
sistants bands for costs, ete. The fund was 
now reduced to about A. 00, and by still fur- 
ther ingenious devices was reduced to a few 
bundred dollars, which at last accounts were 
wuiting for claimants. 

Summing the whole matter up, it stands about 
like this: The original amount belonging to 
the liquor-desiers wus $10,400. Of tdi Mr. 
Murphy, without any legal deluys or technicali- 
ties, took $5y,000, The amount awarded to law- 
vors as extra slliowanpces, fees, and disburse- 
ments was $40,000. The amount divided with 
lawyers was $20,000. The amount actually ro- 
ceived back by the liquor-dealers was $20,000, 
and several hundreds of them gut notbing at ail. 
The entire joes caused to them wus 6000. 
Murphy and the lawyers got about five-sixtns 
of the entire sum. Between them they not only 
cot all the milk, but all of the cow except the 
tail.

THE INSIDE FACTS OF THE PRESENT WAR-

Boston, Mass., Feb. 17.—Reports from Haver- 
bill state that the fre whivh started in the busi- 
ness portion of the town spread with great 
rapidity, the buildings being mostly of wood and 
igniting very quickly. The small Fire Depart- 
ment was unable to cope with the flames, which 
goon got beyond their control, and assistance 
was immediately telegrapbed fur to Lawrence, 
Newburyport, Lowell, and other towns adjacent. 

THE TOWN AT. THIS HOUR 
(1:30) seems all ablaze, and the business portion 
will undoubtedly be destroyed. Engines have 
arr.ve from Lawrence and are on tbe way from 
several otber cities which have been called upon 
for help. The fire covers 

THE ENTIRE TRACT 
from the railroad station to Little River and be- 
tween Essex and Wingate streets and the river. 
The flames are still raging, and tbe prospects 
for gaining control over the fire, at this hour, 
are very unfavorabie. 
NO DIRECT REPORTS 

from the scene of the conflagration can be ob- 
tained. The tire can be swen from Boston, Law- 
rence, Andover, and many other places from 
tweuty to thirty miles from Haverhill. 

THE FIRST VIRECT REPORT 
from Haverhill says: Tue First National Bank, 
the Five-Vent Savings Bank, and all of the 
lower part of Washington street bave been 
burned, and there is nu knowing where the fire 
will stop.” 

THE OPERATOR AT THE DEPOT 
says the fire is getting uncomfortably close, and 
he is afraid be will be forved to desert his post. 
The fire, he says, covers 
AT LEAST TEN ACRES, 
pretty thickly built up—the Smith Block, the 
Finney Block, the Tilton Block, the Prescott 
Building, the Bishep Building, the Caion Block. 
the Coffin Buildag on Washington street, and 
the Pieling Building oa Wingate street. The 
loss is several millions. Engines are coming 
from Newburyport and Dover. 
A NUMBER OF FAMILIES 
on Wingate street were burned out. This is the 
biggest fre that has ever occurred in this vicin- 
ity. The streets are lined with merchandise 
aud furniture, and there is no doubt a number 
of people rendered homeless, although, ow ag to 
the panicky feeling, no really authentic report can 
be got from any person in Haverhill. 
THE MAIN TELEGRAPH OFFICE HAS BURNED 
OUT. 

The connection between the centre of the city 
and the depot telegraph office is thus severed. 
The fire started in Endicott & Arnold's sole- 
jeather establishment, a wooden biock. 
THE ALARM WAS FIRST GIVEN AT 11:45, 
when the tire bad gained such headway that the 
local department could do nothing to stay its 
progress. 

AT 2:35 A. M. (SATURDAY) 
the fre can be distinctly seen from Boston, 
and is evidently still burning fiercely. No loss 
of life or personal injury is yet reported, but it 
is feared bere by the friends of residents of 
Haverhiil who kuov the location of the fire that 
some lives must have been lost. 

At 2:30 

A SUDDEN BURST 
of flame was noticed from this city, indicating 
an explosion. 
HAVERHILL 
was settled 242 years ago, and contains probably 
15,000 inbabitants. It lies on the north bank 
of the Merrimack River, at the head of 
navigation, fifteen miles from the ocean, on the 
Boston & Maine Railrvad, thirty-three miles 
north of Boston.

Gon came iu a letter from New Mexico. the 
writer stating tbat be bad been asked to join the 
gang,and that the affair bad been piunned to 
come off on Feo. 15. He described with m.nute- 
ness the detalis as be bad beard them ex- 
plained, but failed to give any names. For 
some days nothing could be learned on the sub- 
ject. The matter was kept very quiet. There 
came confirmatory informanon that t 
would bu raybed on Feb. Ider BA Pere deen 
was toougbt the nigut of the in bad been se- 
lected by the wang to do the work, and plans for 
an ambuscade and capture bad been laid with 
great secrecy. Cupt. Malloy, of tue Metropoli- 
tau police force, was One Of the first apprised 
ot the proposed attack, and bad charge of the 
work of capturing the robbers. At this time, 
and until last night. it Was supposed that it was 
the old gung wo were preparmg for tne aitack 
ou the train. All information in regard to the 
whereabouts of Jesse James and Ed Milier 
was carefully chronicied. 

At lust on Monday urght Capt. Malloy and one 
of the Police Commissiouers received secret in- 
tellinence that toe attempt would be made last 
bight, the läth, on the incoming train which ur- 
rives dere at 8:40 ocilock. The information 
which was shared at the sawe time by Marsual 
Murphy was burriedly consulted upon, and Capt.

The Union Generale and an Alleged 
Conspiracy ot the Friends of the Count 
de Cuamdbord.

M. Eugene 
Bontoux saw in the money market the reaaiest 
means of subverting wwe Repuciic. The sover- 
eigaty of the bourse was to confer the sover- 
eignty of France on the Count de Chambord! 
M. Bontoux, known io political circles as a 
stanch Legitimist, who had sat in MacMahon’'s 
Senate in 1876, known aiso as a calculator of 
the jirst order and skilled in bigh finance, con- 
ceived the apparently impvussible project of 
getting into the hands of the Royalist 
party an overwhelming preponderance of the 
commercial interests of the country, or, as the 
Figaro ex presses it, in langunge meant to de in- 
telligibie ouly to the initiated and semi- initiated, 
“to ruise up beside the numerous financial es- 
tablishments of Jewish origio a rival estavlish-

The prodigious development taken by the 
Union Générale during the course of the last 
yeur, aud its avowed purpose of supplanting the 
Jews—ine Kvutpscoiids, the Camundos, te 
Sterns, the Aiphéoes—naturaily excited the jeai- 
ousy of the uccredited maguates of the bourse, 
and the full of the interluper was resvived upon. 
Tais, however, Was no Casy Matter. At the out- 
set, at ail events, ney grossly miscalcuiated the 
resources of tbeir mysterious rival; HKothscbild 
lost iu we struggie a hundred miiloas, and died, 
as you readers will remember. The Un.oa 
Générale, uuscathed, rose aigher and bigber.

COTTON. 
REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

New York, Feb. 17.—In its review of the 
cotton market Bradstreet’s says: The past 
week has been one of considerable exci'e- 
ment in the cotton market. The speculative 
element for some days took control of the 
market and forced down prices for spot cot- 
tons from 3-16 cent to K cent per pound in 
the American market, and 4¢ pence per 
pound in Liverpool. After Thursday, the 
dreaded stock settlement day, when it was 
certain that money matters in London were 
no worse, a check was given to the down- 
ward course of prices, and the actual value 
of cotton began to be considered. The cot- 
ton position is one of great strength. 

THE RECEIPTS CONTINUE VERY SMALL, 
and only amount to 71,20 bales for the week 
at the American ports. At the twenty-six 
interior towns there are 20,000 bales, against 
49,000 last year and 48,000 the year before. 
The stocks held in these twenty-six towns 
have decreased during the week over 8,000 
bales, so that the actual net receipts from 
plantations are for the week less than half 
what they were for the same week last year. 
The receipts at the American ports from 
Jan. 1 to Feb. 17 have been very small, and 
would indicate great exhaustion of cotton in 
the South.” 


A FALLING WALL. 
A MAN KILLED.

The Central of New Jersey a Bone of 
Contention,

New York, Feb. 17.—The fight between the 
opposing factions wbo are struggiiug ior the 
control of the Central Raiiroad of New Jersey 
continues unabated. The peculiar coudition of 
affairs rendere the contest uncertain and leaves 
each side on the ragged edge of doubt. The 
Gowen-Garrett interest is active in drumming 
up recruits among the shareholders. The op- 
posing interest, which wishes to keep President 
Lathrop in bis position, does not seem to rely 
alone on the voting strength at present at com- 
mand. To all appearances each side now 
more than ever pins its hopes on the 
proposed additional issue of 80,000 
shares of stock. At Mr. Gowen’s office today it 
was said that the 80.000 shares could not be is- 
sued in time tor the election. His party com- 
manded a majority of the stock, and it expected 
to carry the day in the face ot the influences 
the oppusition bad brought to hear against it. 
It was said that William H. Vanderbiit was not 
interested in the fight, and was taking no part 
in it. The statement was made that a stock- 
bolder had culled at President Guwen's 
office in the morning and said that ff 
the 8,000 shares were “issded the stock 
of the road would go down to % cents. Jude 
Lathrop, the President and Receiver of the road, 
was found to be discreet;-but nut at all reticent.

There is a little money 
allowed for start the Twelfth street viaduct, 
but it will not be of much service. From ali that 
Tun TRIBUNE reporter could learn yesterday, 
the bill comes witbio the probabie invome from 
all sources, provision be ug made for 160 extra 
policemen at about per month each for six 
months. There will be a figat in the Council 
when the bill comes up. In its 
present shape it vannot be adopted. 
for it bas igoored too many things of vital im- 
portance which it wili not do to negiect. “The 
gu ug will fight for political capital's sake, but 
there are Many reasons for believing that the 
ducu went is an exceedingly crude une, and that 
it will be materially changed before it is passed. 

The attack on the reserve fund will come with 
force, and it will find support with at least nine 
of the outgoing Aidermen, who want te come 
back. The Mayor, bowever, says that if the bill 
comes above the probable income he will veto it 
as a whole, or if the reserve fund is assailed he 
will do the same taing. 

TRibUNE reporter asked Commissioner 
Cregier what be bad to say in regard to leaving 
out the items for new bridges and cutting down 
the appropria uon for street Cleaning to vat it 
was last year. Mr. Cregier said: “I dave 
nothing at all to say. I know nothing about the 
matters you speak of officially, and, until I do, 
l am not prepared to talk on the subject.“ 

Chief of Police MvGarigie said nearly the same 
thing ia regard to the allowance of UW extra 
men. He was not prepared to say anything un- 
til the bill came before the Council. 

The amouut allowed for street cleaning and 
repuirs is Se. 00. wh.le $244.25) was asked for 
by the Superintendent of Streets. The amount 
fur street cieaning alone asked for was 5118,80. 
and the amount allowed is about $8,000. The 
number of miles of improved streets to be 
cleaned this year is 145, against 125 the year be- 
fore. It will de seen that a great deal more 
money will be needed than the Finance Com- 
mittee bas allowed.

Powers Placed in the Hands of Seamen 
—~Ihe Bill te Be Vigorously 
Fought. 


The bill of Congressman Aldrich “in be 
balf of the rights of sailors” excites uni 
versal comment. The vedsel-owners and 
the sailors were talking over the subject 
yesterday very generally. So far as could be 
learned, the bill is preposterous in its provisions, 
and can never become a law to be enforced. It 
provides that every vessel shall carry one sea- 
man to every tweaty-tive tons burden, sail, and 
one seaman for every thirty-five toos of steam 
vessels. Quarters are also provided for, with 
sanitary inspection for each vessel. In order to

It the bill goes through,” said a prominent 
vessel-owner, “our lake commerce will be a 
dead letter.

Life and Services of Arthur St.'Clair. 

“The perfect historian is he in whose work 
the character and spirit of an age is exhibit- 
ed in miniature. He relates no fact, he at- 
tributes no expression to his characters, 
which is not authenticated by sufficient tes- 
timony. . . Men will not merely be de- 
scribed, but will be made intimately known 
to us. This is a part of Macaulay’s creed 
as to the making of history and the essential 
qualifications of the historian. History is 
composed of miniature portraits. The his- 
. is the genre painter of literature; the 

eissonier whose every line appears perfect 
even under the most powerful glass. The 
history of our own country is a compound 
collection. One city fills four ponderous 
volumes, and the life and work of single 
man is recorded in the pages ot ten closely- 
written books. The stories of the cities com- 
bined give the records of the State, and the 
lives and memoirs of eminent citizens contain 
the history of the rise and progress of the 
Nation. So all contributions to either of 
these departments are valuable as historical 
Explorations within a small 
space are more thorough than if too widely 
extended, and by successively investigating 
sinall sections the entire globe is made known. 
The historical reader extends a hearty wel- 
come to volumes which unfold in detail the 
eyents of our past, and as Fuller expressed 
it: “Maketha young man to be old with- 
out either wrinkles or gray hairs, privileging 
him with the experience of age, without 
either the infirmities or inconvenience there- 


of” * 

“The Life and Public Services of Arthur 
St. Clair, Soldier ot the Revolutionary War, 
President of the Continental Congress, and 
Governor of the Northwestern Territory,” 
is the title of two volumes recently pub- 
lished by Robert Clarke & Co., of Cincinnati. 
About eleven years ago the General Assembly 
of the State of Ohio purchased the papers in 
the possession of the descendants of Maj.- 
Gen, Arthur St. Clair, and, in order that they 
might be preserved in an accessible form, 
last winter their publication was ordered. 
They have been supplemented and completed 
by a large number of contributions from 
other manuscript collettions and the whole 
carefully arranged and annotated by Will- 


jam Henry Smith, formerly Secretary of 


State of Ohio, who, in the words of the Ohio 
Library Commissioners, had spent years in 
studying the career of Arthur St. Clair, and 
in collecting material covering that interest- 
ing period of American history.“ The care 
taken in and the labor bestowed upon the 
two volumes new before us proves the wis- 
dom of the selection made by the Ohio offi- 
cials, as well as the entire competency of 
Mr. Smith to discharge . faithfully the 
duties of a remarkably impartial historian. 
The story of Gen. St. Clair’s life is an interest - 
ing one, and is told in narrative form in the first 
of these two volumes, the second being devoted 
strictly to the affairs of the Northwestern Terri- 
tory,as exhibited in the correspondence be- 
tween Gov. St. Clair and Gen. Harmar, the War 
Department and Gov. St. Clair, and the State 
and Treasury Departments. Some political | et- 
ters from the Worthington papers are also 
added, in which the real facts as to the removal 
of St. Clair by Jefferson are related for the first 
tim e. 

Su mmarized in brief, the story of Gen. St. 
Clair’s lite runs about as follows: Artbur St. 


Clair was born at Thurso in Caithness, Scotiand, 
in 1734. He was intended for the medical pro- 
fession, and studied under William Hunter. 
of London, but, not liking the business, 
invested some mone he had inherited 
in the purchase an Ensign’s com- 
mission in a regiment of foot. He came 
to America in 1768 and served under Amherst at 
the capture of Louisburg. At the capture of 
Quevec he took up and carried the flag dropped 
by a dying soldier and was promoted for bis 
vaior. in May, 1760, he married at Boston a haif 
sister of Gov. Bowdoia, aud iu 1762 resigned his 
commission to settle on a large tract of land 
owned by him in Ligonier Valley, in Western 
Pennsylvania. Here be built a mill and a house. 
In 1775, as a militia Colonel, be accompanied the 
Peunsyivania Commissioners to Fort Pitt, now 
Pittsburg, to treat with the Western Indiaus. 
In February, 1776, be went to Canada as Colonel 
of the Second Pennsyivania Regiment. In 
August St. Clair was made a Brigadier-General, 
and was of great assistance to Washington 
ion carrying out his pins. Much of the 
credit for the success at Princeton § is 
attributed to him by Mr. Smith. In 
April, 1777, be was placed in command of Ticon- 
deroga, which he evacuated on the 4th of July 
owing to the approach of an overwhelming force 
under Burgoyne, and because the place was 
untenable, beiumg overlooked by eminences 
which bad not been fortified. His action was 
severely criticised by the officers attached to the 
Gates interest and by the Adamees of Massa- 
chusetts. A court-martial which was subse- 
quently ordered justified St. Clair, however. 

On this question of the evacuation of Ticon- 
deroga considerabie discussion has already 
taken place, and the strong stand taken in be- 
halt of Gen. St. Clair by Mr. Smith is likely to 
lead to stil! more. Mr. Smith in bis authorities 
makes out a strong prima facie case for St. Clair. 
It seems very clear, as to the Adamses, that 
Samuel Adams misrepresented the language 
used by St. Clair in bis correspondence with 
Sehuyler and Hancock. Both John and Samuel 
Adams denounced the evacuation of Ticonder- 

as a crime, and the former wrote that: 


Clair a hearing. But as to the question of St. 
Ciair’s respoasibility for the fall of Ticonderga 
it does not seem to us that Mr. Smith is able to 
entirely clear his hero or to convince bis read- 
ers that the General did not commit a military 
biunder, which. being taken advantage of by 
the more skiliful enemy, rendered his position 
untenable.

Ewes 
with early lambs should have special favors shown 
them in form of dry, warm pens,and rich food. 
The lumbs need to be pushed forward at a rapid 
pace.

THE, FARM. 


A Medel Silo. 

Ia the field of agriculture, the dairy, and in 
its relation to the breeding and feeding of live 
stock, no question at present attracts such wide- 
spread attenuon as that of easiiage. In its ap- 
plicadion to dairy purposes it is especialiy in- 
teresting, and this branch of husbandry bids 
fair to experience a perfect revolution, the re- 
suit of which will be the adoption of the system 
of preserving green feed for winter use. Among 
the many interesting papers read and discussed 
before the Northwestern Dairy Convention, re- 
centiy held at Geoeva Lake, none attracted 
more attention than a paper on “ Ensiiave,”’ 
by Mr. E. J. Oatman, of Elgin. The 
writer gives his experience as a Western 
man in testing, the system, and from his 
able paper the following facts were taken; 
Referring to the system us one which demands 
the closest investigation in order to substantiate 
the claims of its advocates, the writer described 
a silo built by himself in the vicinity of Dundee, 
the design of which was practically a dupiicate 
of the silo of Messrs. Whitman & Burreil, of 
Little Falls, N. 1. The pit was 40 by 43 feet, the 
walls of coucrete, the proportions being one part 
water-lime to seveu parts Coarse gravel, the iat- 
ter containing sand in sufficient quantities to 
cause quick and firm cemepting of the parti- 
cies. The depth of the pit or silo was twenty 
feet. 
building the walis, 2 by 4 scantiings twenty-two 
feet long were piaced at intervais of four feet 
along the outside of the walis and across the 
ends, and firmiy held with braces from each 
placed in a perpendicular position. The 
design was to have the Walls 
eighteen inches thick, and a second 
row of scantlings was placed around the walls, 
twenty-two inches from the rst row, and se- 
curely bra That there might be no spring- 
ing, two inch planks tweive inches wide were 
then placed inside the framework ali around 
on each side, the ends squared to tit closely, thus 
forming a continuous box eighteen inches wide 
around the outside of the Silo. The pit was di- 
vided into three separate compartments, the 
cross-walis being built in the same manner, ex- 
cept that they were built two feet thicker than 
the outside walls. These boxes, cledr around 
the Silo, were then filled with concrete, the work 
of filling being done during the Gay, the con- 
crete being made a little sotter than stone wor- 
tar. After fillmg the planks were allowed 
to remain in place until morning, when 
they were raised up their width, allowing only 
oue inch to lap on the wall below. The box was 
then filied as on the tirst day, and the process 
repeated 1 after day. ruleing the wall nearly a 
foot each time all around, and includ the 
cross-Walls. The walls were finaily completed 
after ucing 587 loads of gravel, just as it was 
taken from the pit. The work required three 
car-loads of Utica cement. The wails were 
then treated to a coat of plaster to even up the 
surface and make it smooth, that there might 
be as little resistance as possible to the settling 
of the enstlage. The bottom wus finished by 
gtving it a coat of concrete, followed with pias- 
tering. The silo was filled with corn out with 
the ensilage cutter, the top made airtight, an

The recent annual convention of the North- 
western Dairynien’s Association at Geneva 
Lake, Wis., was unquestionably the most suc- 
cessful meeting in the history of the society.

Robert Collfer’s Idea of Advance. 
To the Fatto of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuicaGco, Feb. J6.—In your issue of today is 
an interview witli Robert Collyer on the subject 
of Mr. Miln’s change of faith, in which the in- 
terviewer asks Mr. Collyer: Is there any tend- 
ency in the Chureh (Unitarian) generally to 
more liberal or advanced views on religion?”

of friends, be had gove to Paris for the Christ- 
mas holidays, | knew now that be must have 
returned, and, Améericaniike, sent in my card 
without delay, and in afew moments Uncle 
Rufus,“ bright and cheerful as ever, stood 
smilingly before me. Remember, be said, 
“that tired and worn out as lam from my re- 
cent Channel experiences, I should refuse being 
interviewed, but that you are the correspond- 
ent for Tas CaicaAGo TRIBUNE.” 

Thanking him for his politeness and attention, 
Iasked him how he liked London. The reply 
was: I don’t know whether I like it or lumpit;

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 4.—A desire to hear 
Dr. H. Felton make the first speech of the cam- 
paign, and a feeling of interest in the movement 
to liberalize Georgia, caused me to join the Doc- 
tor and bis wife,a few days since, when they 
passed through Atlanta on their way to Augus- 
ta.

EARLY CHICAGO. 


Its First Author a Baptist Clercyman— 
Another Interesting Commanication 
from the Hon, John Wentworth. 
Today's issue of the Baptist Standard willi con- 

tain the following communication of general in- 
terest to Chicagoans from the Hon. John Went- 
worth, whose recent resdarches on the subject 
of “Early Chicago,” the organization of its first 
church, and the lives of its pioneer preachers, 
have commanaced wide attention: 

The first book ever written in Chicago was 
written by the Rev. isaac Taylor Hinton, a Hap- 
tist clergyman, and- wus entitled “ History of 
Baptism from Iuspired and Uuinspired rit- 
ings.” The preface was dated Aug. 2, 1840. To 
my certain KdoWiedgeé it was completed atleast 
a year before that, and he was hesitating about 
the proper place and the means for 
its publication. in thuse days — were 
much more sucial thao ae? = 
now. There were but e 
and we all knew cach other. Tue Little — 
glishman,” as Mr. Hinton was familiarly called, 
was often in my office. My Greek Lexicon and 
Testament were by different pubisshers from 
bis. His were English editions. |i bad in my 
office two well- remembered idteliigent religious 
ron David M. Bradley, a Methodist, 
and Alfred M. Talley, a Catholic. Occasionally 
the Hon. ig A? Brown, a high eburchman, who 
was writing a history of lilnois, would come 
into the vtfice and join the three in religious dis- 
putation; and it was three against one. 

After a warm discussion one day, Mr. Hinton 
asked me if I did not think them representative 
men, and observed that, although they did not 
intend it, they were of great service to bim in 
furnishing objectionable points for bim to no- 
tice in his book. Over forty years have passed 
away since tbose familiar discussions res pecting 
the distinctive doctrines of the Buptists con- 
cerning baptism, yet a recent perusal ot Mr. 
Hinton’s book recalis to my mind arguments in- 
troduced and dis means of refuting them in 
that little group, all now numbered with the 
dead, but ali leaving desvendants. 

With the undisputed elaim-oft Mr. Hinton to 
be Chicago's first author, the historian of this 
city must give to the Baptists three of our first 
thir 

First-Miss Rebekah Wells was married to 
Capt. Nathan Heaid, May 23, 1811, at Louisville, 
Ky., and left immediately for Chicago, riding ail 
the way on horseback through a couatry infested 
with the warriors of tne Prophet and ‘Tecumseh. 
The battle of „ te wags took place on the 7th 
of November following. She was the tirst Prot- 
estant chureh-member to come to Chicago, bav- 
ing been baptized by the Kev. Jeremiab Varde- 
mano iu 1666. If yours was an agricultural paper 
another * first thing’ might be claimed, as she 
rode the first thoroughb English horse that 
ever cume to Chicago. And to that horse she at- 
tributed the preservation of her life, for sve was 


riding it when the Indians made their attack 


upon the 15th of August, 182, near where the 
house of George M. Pullman now is, and, ip their 
strife to get possession of it, they lost icht of 
her. 

Second—The Rev. Isaac McCoy, a Baptist 
clergyman, preached the first Protestant ser- 
mon ever preached in Chicago, Oct. 7, 1825. 

Third—The Rev. Isaac Tuy lor Hinton, a Bap- 
* are man, wrote the first book ever writ- 
ten in Chicago, and which was published in 
1 


He was the first man I beard preach after I 
came to Chicago. It was the fret Sunday 1 
pussed in the city, the last Sunday iu October, 
18k. Here is the text: “ One Lord, one faith, 
and one baptism. Some of prominence 
had designated che Buptists as clannish and ex- 
clusive ia weir intercuurse, not ouly with other 
religious denominations but with their 
feliow-men generally. He did not propose 
on that occasion to defend the Baptist 
creed, but merely to tell what it was, 
All persons were Buptists who believed in we 
text and made their acaon correspund with tne 
belief, whether they knew it or not. And he in- 
vited all such to unite with his church and loud 
or follow its members iu all works of charity, 
philanthropy, humanity, and godiiness. He then 
gave a general account of, what the Baptists bad 
done and were do in the cause of general 
civilization in beathen lands and upon tne In- 
dian frontier. He spoke of bis own personal 
labors and what he coriside his personal du- 
ties. He visited the sick and pertor med wedding 
and funeral services wuene ver called upon with- 
out asking any questions relative to denomina- 
tional views. He often married non- Baptists 
to Baptists, and now er lusing a chance for a good 
joke) he said: I tell you, my hearers, the Bap- 
tist Churcb is a place tO Miarry ia. ASK 
those who hare tried it” 

Tue sermon was extemporaneous, and his clos- 
ing idea was, that if to recownize and to extend 
church-feillowsaip to believers io more thua une 
Lord, more than one faith, and more than one 
baptism was a mark of liberality, then the Bap- 
tists migut be called liberal. But it liberaihy 
consisted in going out into the wide worid and 
taking people just as you find them, and con- 
tributing to agreeability, sociability, Dumanity, 
aharity, intelligence, and all other things that 
contribute to make people happy, prosperous, 
and godly, then the Baptists Were the most lib- 
eral people in the world. The sermon hada 
marked erfect, and of the many conversions from 
outsiders the next winter Mr. Hinaton'’s church 
received the largesf share. And when he came 
to have his annual donation party, the promis- 
cuous class of people who attented reminded 
you of the annus! town-mecting where all 
prougbt their wives and children; and the 
variety and extent of their offerings reminded 
you of a country store- house. 

I think 1 have put this sermon in the right 
place. I may be mistaken in the time, but not 
in the matter. Aman who averages two ser- 
mons a week for forty-tive years does well if he 
Y remembers the teachings without being sure as 
to the very date of ever particular sermon. A 
lowing fifteen years for absence from the city 
on public and private duties, I bare heard 
preaching fur at least thirty years here, and I 
think | have heard every man of note of every 
denomination whe was ever located here. De- 
ducting two Sundays for casuaities each year, I 
suppose | have heard 3,000 sermons in Chicago, 
and so, possibiy, | may be mistaken as tw the 
date of some particular one. But as to the ser- 
mon on the forenoon of the tb of October. 1236,

COWDON AND EADS. 


Their Plans Contrasted—Cost of These 
Schemes—Their Wide Differences— 
Why, 8. Lenls Opposes Oowdon’s 


la 
7 ne Mobile Chronicté. 

Wasnixaron, D. C., Feb. 9. The relative value 
of effectiveness of the two methods of prevent- 
disastrous floods and reclaiming the Valley of 
the Mississippi and of deepening the channel of 
the river, are proposed to be shown by the two 
representatives of the two methods considered 
by Congress and the country. Eads is here, who 
is the absolute head and front and thinker and 
manager of the high-joint Mississippi River 
Commission. He is here also as the repre- 
sentative manager of the proposed mighty 
high-joint ship railway across Tehuaate- 
pec. He would also close the outlets of the 
Mississippi, and, as a consequence, raise 
the levees and build spur dikes out 
into the river to force its waters into a desired 
channel. The consuinmation of these schemes 
would cost, as estimated by Eads, the engineers, 
levee and dike builders, not less than 8100, 000. 
000 of money, and fifty years must elapse before 
the work could be perfected. 

Ob the other band, Capt. John Cowdon, who 
has spent a long and active life on the Mississip- 
pi, and has studied its wondrous devious ways 
more closely than any living man, would re- 
verse Eads theories and processes by making 
am outlet at Lake Borgue, ten miles below New 
Orleans. By this outlet the flood-water of the 
river would nad the Guif level withio tive miles 
of its present channel, instead of finding it at 
the Balize, 10 miles further south. The floud- 
line at New Orleans would be lowered 
from ten to 1 and judging from 
effects of unet Carre, Morganza, 
and Atchafalaya Outlets, the river would be 
lowered proportionately at Vicksburg, Mem- 
phis, and Cairo. Tne water of the Mississippi 
would thus be couflued to the banks of the 
stréam, and thus the channel would be deep- 
ened, even as happens, as every one has ob- 
serv ed, in small creeks, when che river is high 

and its waters diffused, it filis up us cbhanhuel, 
— when leveed. une river-bed is thus con- 
stantiy lifted up, like that of the Po ia Italy. 
until u would rise, it levees could be made to 
cvatain it, above the summit of churenh-steepies 
along its shores. Tne Hoang Ho River in Cuſoa 
has been leveed througn 38,000 years, until the 
eurthen walls are 100 feet bigh. In ls, says 
MeArtbur, the Eaglisd traveler, it broke down 
ite prison walls of clay and found a sbort and 
nearer route to the sea. even such as Cowdon 
would give to the Mississippi at Lake Borgne. It 
is agreud on all bands, if we confine the water to 
its proper caaanel, that this channel will vo 
steadily deepened. But how is this to be ac 
com plished? 

It is palpable that if we wall in the river at its 
lower end that the water and the bottom of the 
river will be lifted up and its current retarded 
and floods higbtened, even as happeud in China 
and in Italy. We add to these fatal results by 
retarding the current by transverse walis or 
spur dikes. Ou the otber band, all these results 
are reversed by the scheme of Oowdon. He 
would go tirst to the lower end of the river, as 
does the farmer who would drain bis land. He 
digs his ditch at the lowest point, and ‘the water 
passes by the shortest route to its natural re- 
ceptacie. Oowdon insists that he would put no 
more obstructions in the rivet's channel or 
along its course; on the contrary. he would re- 
move obstructions. In short, he would make 
the “outtluow,” at flood time, greater than the 
“ inflow,”’ and thus render overtiows impossibie. 
To demonstrate these simple propositions, and 
save the $100,000,000 to be worse than wasted, as 
he insists, he Only asks for $250,000 to be ex- 
2 on the outiet from the Mississippi to 

ke Borgne. 

It is u simple fact that very heavy moneyed 
interests, in St. Louis especially, oppose this 
practical, and immedimte, and permauent im- 
provement of the navigability of the Missiasippi 
and the only method of preventing overtiows. 
While the river remains Jn its preseut condidon 
cot ton and cattle trum Texas and Arkansas and 
sugar and cotton from Louisiana, and Northern 
Alabama, and Mississippi will be -sbipped 
trough St. Louis to New York and Liverpool 
more cheaply than through New Orleans to Liv- 
erpool. A prominent St. Louis tradesman said 
here that if the waterway to the guif were per- 
fected no more cotton would be shipped to Bt.

In tact 
Kansas City, when its independence 
is thus achieved, and a double-track road leads 
thence to the Mississippi. suppiants St. Louis, 
and takes away half of the Western commercial 
resources of this hapiess city. Therefure this 
Lake Borgne outiet is a most odious scheme 
when pueseuted to the money kings of St. Louis. 
Theretore, ou the contrary, do we tind Van Horn 
of Kansas City, of the Missouri delegation in 
Congress, ardently advocating the aguption of 
Cowdon’s theories. It costs 80 little, and me 
proposition is so simple, that there can be little 
doubt about the adoption of this scheme. A 
new waterway from Mobiie and from the coal 
and iron flelds of Alabama to New Orieans will 
be openea by this propused outlet from the Mis- 
sissippi into Lake Borgue. x 


BISMARCK ENRAGED. 


Extraordinary Scene in the German Par- 
liament. 

The Berlin correspondent of the London Times, 
Jan. . sends the following account of the late 
stotthy debate in the Reichstag: Bvery avail- 
able seat and coign of vantage was occupied be- 
times by a curious public eager to witness the 
incidents of a great debate ona subject which 
has atiracted attention of late, and promises to 
interest still more. The dipiomatic gallery was 
filled, and Prince Albrecht, of Prussia, com- 
mander of the Tenth or Hanoverian Army Corps. 
was present to mark the course of a discussion 
of so much moment for the constitutional fut- 
ure of bis imperial cousin, the Crown Prince. 
The chief business on the order of the day was 
the third reading of the bud and Prot. Hiinel 
A man of calm, and serious. d judicial mind 
—at once rose and claimed the right of animad- 
verting on the royal rescript as within the 
province of such a debate. It was true, he said, 
that the mauifesto had been issued by the King 
ot Prussia and countersigned by Prince Bis- 
marck as Prussian Minister, but it affected the 
olficiais of the whole Empire. They had often 
seen of late how the the person of the monarth 
had been dragged by their leading statesmaa 
into their debates as if thus to cover the respon- 
sibility of the latter, and this hovel move was 
expressly approved by the recent pronuncia- 
mento, With all respect for his Majesty, he do- 
plored the decree ebay od on their convstitu- 
tional rigats.

Subsiding tben into a calmer vom the Prince 
went on to speak of the imperfect development 
of Parliamentary Hfe and the confu rolu- 
tions of parties as an additional justification of 
the principles laid down in the reseript, and he 
instanced the caSe ot the Boglish Partiament 
under Peel as one which bad a decidea prepon- 
derance over the will of the monarch, As soon 
as they got the iength of having such 4a Partlia- 
ment they might come to bim with their claims. 
In Germany Parliament had as yet no consist- 
ency and no decided majority, and its voice, 
therefore, must have all the less weight. As 
for the passage in the manifesto about the elect- 
oral duties of State officials, the Emperor had 
“been induced to pen it by way of 4 reminder to 
them, iu view of the indisputable fact that at 
elecuon tunes, with many public functionaries, 
their oath of allegiance to bis Majesty began 
wholly to recede into the baekground. There 
were two classes of ollicials, political and non- 
political, and the manifesto itself was quite clear 
us to the respective duties of each. Ihe former 
were bound by their oath to represent the Em- 
peror’s policy; but of the latter nothing what- 
ever was demanded except that they should 
make no positive agitavon against the Govern- 
ment (which would not, from the Prince's re- 
inarks, seeia to include opposing it by secret 
voting), and then be detailed several flegrant 
cases, both of omission and commission, 
which had led to, the manifesto which his 
Majesty was perfeetly justitied ia issuing, and tor 
which be was quite pured and resolved to un- 
dertake the responsibility. The Prince con- 
cluded by saying be. was firmly resolved to 
serve his Majes A the direction indicated by 
the royal rescript, a pay. as his servant, and 
not as his err peech wus greeted 
with 983 0 0 itight a * the Left dis- 
sented.

GAMBETTA DEPOSED, 


A Talk with President Grevy—The 
Fallen Ministry at the Elysee. 
New. York Tribune. 

PARIS, Jan. 27.—Gatmoetta's defeat, for which 
Il have prepared you, is now an accomplished 
fact. He was ydsterday evicted from office. 
But he fell in a matiper worthy of his great rep- 
utation, and may expect to rise again to a fore- 
most position in the Chambers. However, he 
must be resigned to undergo an almost total 
eclipse, which will not be of short duration. 
When he returns to office he will be a wiser and 
therefore a better man, and will be probably 
disembarrassed of thé place- hunters ang Bourse- 
sharks Who have been clinging to the skirts of 
his coat from the day on which Marsha! Mc- 
Mabon submitted to the Dehests of universal 
suffrage until yesterday. 

I was not surprised last nigbt to see members 
of Gambetta’s entourage at the Riysée, and to 


ascertain that they were paying court to M. 
Wilson, the President's son-in-law. ‘Their ob- 
ject in doing this was to rat.“ 1 also heard a 
Jew who Gambetta bad actively patronized, and

Reason alone should govern our winds and con- 
duct in the transaction of business. How ex- 
clusively, then, should it be the statesman’s 
guide; for politics is business of the most com- 
prehensive, and therefore highest, order. Sen- 
timent eccowplishbed great results in art, litera- 
ture, dangerous enterprises, and beautified the 
relations of the two sexes. But it should have 
no place in the business affairs of a nation. The 
most dangerous of the sentiments was anger, to 
which Gambetta had entirely given way wheo 
the scrutin de liste was rejected by tue Senate, 
and when the electors of Belleville showed him 
be was no longer popular there.

NEBRASKA STAR-ROUTERS. 


A Sudden and Premature Ending of the 
Trial—What the Prosecution Have to 


Say. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribuna 

Linco, Neb., Feb. 16.—The Nebraska star- 
routers were not routed in the recent trial, 
much to their delight and to the discomfiture of 
the prosecution. reascns for this are many 
and various, and, under the circumstances, not 
over peculiar. It is pretty difficult to secure a 
conviction against any one on any charge with- 
out evidence, and the latter factor of the pres- 
ent case was particularly absent. The indictment 
of Iddings, Cieury, and Corbin, tareeof the al- 

conspirators, was secured on what seemed 
to be convicting testimony, The evidence was 
pretty strong that a conspiracy did exist between 
these men to defraud the Goverumeat, heace 
an indictment to that effect was easily secured. 
The Salisbury gaug took the contract ot the 
Government for the Sidney - Dead wood route for 
$400,000, which was soon expedited to $1,200,0u0. 
Then roillowed the irregularities which bronght 
on the indictments. 

As to the sudden ending of the trial 7982 
fusal of the prosecution to proceed further 
against the defendants, it was the valy thing to 
do under the circumstances. Governmeut 
witness Cleary refused repeatedly to testify, on 
the grounds that be migut criminate himself, 
and us the indictments were secured with the 
understanding that Cleary snould be the main 
witness in the prosecution of the case, without 
such testimony it would be useless to continue 
the trial. Judge Dundy gave an extended opin- 
jon upon the question of whether Cleary had 
waived his priviicge of refusing to answer on the 
ground that it would criminate himself. The 
Court beid that, while Cleury's refusal to testify 
was deserving the severest censure, under the 

t cos dition of the laws. aud with no prece- 
dent for such a course, he did not feel justined 
in compelling the witness to answer ques- 
tions which might criminate himself and render 


him infamous. 

The prosecution ciaim that Cleary having 
made a statement in full of aii the facts in the 
ease, having testified before the grand jury to 
these facts, and thus breughton the action 
aguinst the defendants, be could not render 
himself more infamous than he bad already 
done, und that by giving testimony be would not 
criminate himseif in the least. nder the cir- 
cumstances, and with the promise of Cleary to 
testify, the State’s-Attorne felt justi- 
fied in to trial. t n strongly 
intimated by prosecution that Cleary was 
tampered with by the other side, which is a rea- 
souabie supposition, since Cleary had been 
under the control and advice of the counsel for 
the defense for some~days, and it came out at 
last that be had retained them as counsel for 
himself. On the announcement that pro- 
ceedings against the defendants would be car- 
ried no further, Mr. Woolworth, one of the 
counsel for the defense, after consultation with 
Cleary, stated that Cleary would now waive his 
privilege and now answer any questions which 
the prosecution. might ask. The District-At- 
torney replied since ithad become evident 
that Cleary, who had been summoned as a wit- 
ness for the Government, was under the advice 
of counsel for the defense, the Government did 
not care to make use of such a witness, and 
nee a —— further with the trial. The 
Court n instructed the jury to bring in a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 
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THE YORKSHIRE ELECTION 


The Farmers Defeated, but the Tory 
Candidate Surrendered to Their 


Cause, 
London Times, Jan. 7. 


The poll in the North Kiding has resulted in 


che return of the Conservative candidate by a 
majority of 386. The constitueney num bers up- 
wards of 20,000 voters; 8,135 votes were cast for 
Mr. Dawnay, Tory, and 7,749 for Mr. Rowlandson, 
farmer, hia unsuccessful competitor. 

In ordinary circumstances the election would 
excite very little notice. For fifty years the 
Duncombe family has held one of the seats for 
the North Riding and divided the representation 
with a Liberal country gentieman. The notion 
that a Liberal tenant-farmer could have 
contested the seat vacated by the death 
of a Duncompe with even the faintest 
prospect of success could hardly 
have been entertained at any previous election. 
If there had been no opposition at all to Mr. 
Dawnay, no one, perhaps, would have been very 
much surprised. But the moment a tenant- 
farmer appeared as the Liberal candidate the 
whole situation was changed. The Conserva- 
tives found themseives suddenly taken in flank, 
and they very quickly perceived the necessity 
of a change of front.

James Allison Hanged at Indi- 
ana, Pa., Before a Small 
Audience. 


He Was Stolid and Indifferent to 
the Very Last Mo- 
ment. 


His Crime Was the Deliberate Murder 
of His Aged and Infirm 
Father. 


A Deed Almost Unparalleled in Its Bru- 
tal and Heartless Oonception and 
Execution.

Prrranuna, Pa., Feb. 17.—James Allison was 
banged at Indiana, Pa, at 11 o'clock’ today for 
the murder of his father, 70 years of age, in 
June, 1880. It was the first execution in the 
county. There was a large crowd of people in 
town, but no undue excitement. Only forty 
persons were admitted into the jail- yard to wit- 
ness the banging. The only words he spoke on 
the scaffoid were,“ I have been fetched here 
wrong.” He was stolid and indifferent to the 
last.

HE REFUSED TO SEE — 
There is a story out that he was not son of 
the murdered man, but a waif. He was brought 
ug iu way he went, which may account for 
ul vicious life. A suitof clothes had been pur- 
chased for bim, but he refused to put them on 
or to let the barber wash and shave him. He 
went to the scaffold disgustingly filthy. 
THE MURDER 
for which Allison was hanged was one of the 
most brutal, cruel, and unprovoked on record. 
On the evening of June 18, 1880, between the 
hours of 8 and 9, people near the Allison resi- 
dence in Washington Township, Indiana County. 
Pa., were startied by the reports of four pistol- 
shotsin rapid succession. Following the last 
report, a voice was heard to exclaim: 
„There, you old —- —, how do 
you feel now? A number of persons who heard 
the shots and the voice hurried to the spo: to as- 
certain the cause. They found Robert Allison 
bleeding profusely and in a dying condition. He 
was removed to a house near by and asked if he 
was badly hurt. He said be had been

Examination revealed four bullet- holes in his 
body. One was in the back part of the 
head. Another was in his back—both 
ugly wounds, Another entered just below 
the nipple of the right breast. The old man on 
being told he could not live said: “ I knew it. 

I pleaded 
with him not to kill me, but he would not heed 
me. He shot me in the back of the head, which 
knocked me down.

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How They Are Started in Private Dwell- 
ings—Theatre Fires. 
Hartford (Conn.) Courant. 

Fire, unfortunately, is just pow a rather 
timely and local topic, and it is of interest to 
study its causes and courses. Fires in private 
dwelling houses have been made the subject of 
special inquiry by a London journal which bas 
bad access to the data preserved by a number of 
leading insurance companies. The results are 
worth considering. Twelve special causes are 
assigned, which, however, do not, of course, 
cover all the fires, and consequently the total 
of percentage footings fails short of 100. The 
dwellug-house fires, so far as the calculauon 
goes, were from these causes in the following 
ratio:
